JUSTICE IS HIS THEME. 

Will Speak For the last 
Time To-Morrow. 

! I 

Yesterday afternoon In the audi- i 
torlum of tho Royal Victoria College, I 
the Hon. J. Stilt Wilson delivered the ! 
second of his series of addresses to aj 
highly appreciative audience. 

After a fow Introductory remarks by 
Prof. Glfford, who-gavc a brier sum- 
mary of Sunday's discussion, Mr. WIN 
son came upon the platform. He be- 
gan by referring to the great peril In 
which the whole future of humanity 
was involved it left to lgnora.ni change 
on the one hand and to Ignorant re- 
slstencc on tho other. 

The spoaker pointed out the position 
of Christian civilisation previous to the 
grcnt war of 191 4- J s. At that tlmo 
Christianity was founded upon certain 
generally accepted ideas of Religion, 
of Social Freedom and of thé relation 
of mankind to one another. These 
prlnc.pies were acting as two great 
forces.. They were gradually converg- 
ing, and when they met n great cata- 
clysm was Inevitable. They came to- 
gether in the. year 1011. nnd tho result 
•we oil knew. No one foresaw the Im-j 
pending catastrophe; nnd the war was' 
not due. to tho actions of certain in- 
dividuals, us ls commonly thought, bul ■ 
It w\s caused by the operation of cer- \ 
tain principles and forces. This great 
struggle could have been averted If 
men had been fully cognizant of tho 
true state of affairs', but to uee Mr? • 
Wilson's expressive phrase: "Someone 
was asleep at the switch." 

He continued by showing that there 
are now two sets of forces operating, 
and they will Join at some peint In the 
future. It Is the business of the 
Church, of the Universities i and of 
socle'lr In' general to prepare them- 
selves so that this approaching clash 
may be avoided. At present, as tho 
speaker stated: "We are acting on 
principles In our Western Civilization 
that must inevitably culminate in 
human disaster." Our present Christi- 
anity is built upon an elementary 
foundation; a stronger and more com- 
prehensive practice of religion Is Im- 
perative it we arc to cope with modem 
conditions. 

Mr. Wilson laid great emphasis uponi 
universal respect for the individual.' 
Christ -was the first to recognize th< 
real .worth and value of each nnd> every 
mortal being, and we, If we Intend to 
fotloy His example, must break away 
from our preconceived Pagan notions 
of "disrespect," disregard, contempt and 
oppression." 

But, although Jesus Christ's first 
conflict was with Paganism, His aocond 
was with Pharlseelsm. Our Lord re- 
peatedly denounced the Pharisees In 
their scrupulous care tp please God, 
while they constantly Ignored Justice to 
mankind. ,.

LAW 'SI OFFICERS ELECTED. 

A meeting of the class of Law '23 



(From the Engineering World.) 
Everyone has heard of the icebergs 
ami fog* that occur off the Newfound- 
land ©oa»t each year. Thsoe are caus- 
ed by the cold Arctic water* that 
sweep through the Strait of Belle I»le, 
hugging the coast in their downwrod 
travel*, to mingle with the Gulf 
Stream, and bring with them frigid 
temperature*. 

It is now proposed to dam this 
strait, a matter of atout 15 miles. In 
thk way deflecting the Arctic water* 
Into the Atlantic Ocean, thua protect- 
ing the maritime province* of the Do- 
minion and much of the New England 
coast from the Icy water and air. The 
Oulf Stream now slightly favors the 
climate a* far north as Nova Scotia, 
and when the dam is built will tend to 
bathe the entire ooast with it* warm 
water*, taking with them a long con- 
genial cummer and a much mHder 
and shorter winter than now obtains, 
structure Already I* tanned 
A* the waters of the Oulf Stream 
are more saline than the water* of the 
north — and heavier therefore — the 
Oulf Stream will aid the proposed 
dam or breakwater In keeping book 
and diverting the northern waters 
from flowing along tho coo**. 

British engineer* have already 
planned tho structure that will ohange 
r. part of Canada'* climate, and capital 
la now available for carrying out the 
vaat enterprise directly permission ho* 
bien given by the Canadian Govern- 
ment which even now has the matter 
under advisement In conjunction with 
tho. Provincial govern menu of the 
maritime provinces. The scheme I* a 
vaut one: and the aoiuUon ambitious. 
Most of the detail* have already been 
worked out. on* of the Interesting 
features being that a railroad will bo 
built along the dam, to connect up 
with Quebec, and by so doing shorten 
the sea voyage between New York and 
Europe by about one-half. 

If the scheme to dam the Strait of 
Belle is|« materialise*, and we «an- 
.WfJy.hon*..lh*C(t.irlll. .the achieve- 
ment wilt be comparable with those of 
the Panama Canal, the Sues Canal 
ar.d Slmplon Tunnel, ao far a* affect* 
Shortening of travelling distance. As 
an engineering feat It t* probably con- 
siderably more simple than the pro. 
posod tunnel under the Bngllah Chan- 
nel, which It 1* proposed to ha built 
between Britain and France. 

W<v have always maintained that 
the engineer 1* playing a more and 
more prominent part In world affair*.

GENERAL CURRIE'S 
MESSAGES TO ARMY 

His Communications Will Be 
Found Famous. 

Gen. Sir Arthur Currle's famous 
messages to the Canadian army ar* 
known throughout the length and 
breadth of Canada. It was in tho 
dark days of late March In the spring 
of 1918. when the Allied line was 
broken by the great German offen- 
sive, and the Allied peoples waited 
breathless, tense, and only half confi- 
dent, that Currle's first great message 
to the Canadian corps fired the fight- 
ing metal of the Dominion line. In 
never to be forgotten words that to 
the Canadian schoolboy of the futurs 
will stand aa the expression of the 
spirit that won undying fame for 
Canada's fighting men, h* called up- 
on his soldiers. This was his mes- 
■ag«: 

A Wonderful Menage. 

"In an endeavor to roach an imme- 
diate decision, the enemy has gather- 
ed all his forces and struck a mighty 
blow at the British army. Overwhelm- 
by sbsar weight of numbers the 
British Divisions In the line between 
the Scarpa and the Oise have fallen 
back fighting hard, steady and undis- 
mayed. 

"Measures have bean taken suc- 
cessfully to meet this German on- 
slaught. The French have gathered 
powerful army .commanded by a 
most able and trusted loader, and this 
army Is now moving swiftly to our 
help. Fresh British divisions are be- 
ing thrown In. The Canadians are 
soon to be engaged. 

"Looking back with pride on the 
unbroken record of your glorious 
achievements asking you to realize 
that to-day the fate of the British Em. 
plre'hana* in the balance, I place my 
trust in the Canadian Corps, knowing 
that where Canadians are enagged 
there can be no giving way. 

"Under the orders of yqur devoted 
officers In the coming battle you will 
advance or fall where you stand fac- 
ing the enemy* 

"To tboae who will fall I say 'You 
will not die, but step Into immortality. 
Tour, mothers will not lament your 
fate, but will be proud to bave borne 
such sons. Your names will be re- 
vered forever and ever by your grate- 
ful country, and God will take yon 
unto Himself.' 

"Canadians. In this fateful hour. I 
command you, and I trust you to 
fight aa you have ev*r fought, with 
all your strength, with all your deter- 
mlnation, with all your tranquil cour- 
age. With God'a. . help you shall 
achieve victory." 

"From the depths of a very full 
heart I wish to thank all staffs and 
services— the Infantry, the Artillery, 
the Cavalry, the Engineers, the Ma- 
chine Gunner», the Independent' 
Force consisting of the Motor Ma- 
chine Gun Brigades and the Cyclists, 
the Tank Battalions, the R.A.F.. the 
Medical Services, the Army Service 
Corps, the Ordnance Corps, the Vet- 
erinary Sèrvfces. the Chaplain Ser- 
vices,'" for the splendid support and 
co-operation, and to congratulate you 
all on the wonderful success achiev- 
ed. Let us remember our gallant 
dead whose spirit shall ever be with 
us, inspiring us fo nobler effort, end 
when the call again comes, be It soon 
or otherwise, I know the same meas- 
ure of success will be yours. 

Two months later, on October 3, 
when the hundred days' advance waa 
still unimpeded, Gen. Currie again 
issued to bia corps a message that 
was a' summary of the achlevementa 
to date, he said: 

"I wish to express to all troops 
now fighting in the Canadian Corps 
ray high appreciation of the splen- 
did fighting Qualities displayed by 
them in the successful battle of the 
last five days. 

"The mission asaignad to the Corps 
Vas the protection of the flank of 
the Third and Fourth Armies in their 
advance, and that mission haa been 
carried out to the complete satisfac- 
tion of the Commander-in-Chief. 

"In your advance you overcame 
the very formidable obstacle of the 
Canal du Nord; you carried by aa- 
aault the fortified Bourlon Wood, the 
Marcoing line and seized the high 
ground extending along the Douai- 
Cambrai Road. The towns of Oiay 
le Verger, Eplnoy, Haynecourt, Mar- 
qulon, . Sancourt. Bourlon, Fontaine, 
Notre Dame Raillencourt, Sailly, St. 
011e. Neuville St. Remy and Tilloy 
are now ours and your patrols' have 
entered Cambrai itself. 

"How arduous was the task assign- 
ed to you, and how valuable to the 
enemy was the gorund that you cap- 
tured, can be judged by the fact that 
whereas in the operation of the First, 
Third and Fourth British Armies, 
thirty-six enemy divisions, supported 
by eleven independent machine gun 
Units, bave been met and defeated by 
the Canadian Corps.- 

"As you formed the flank you suf- 
fered enfilade and frontal artillery 
fire all the way. and the hundreds of 
machine guns captured testifies to 
the violence of tho opposition from 
that source. Every evidence confirms 
the fact that the enemy suffered en- 
ormous casualties. He fought stub- 
bornly and well, and for that reason 
your victory Is the more creditable. 

"You have taken In this battle over 
seven thousand prisoners and two 
hundred field and heavy guns, this 
'bringing the total captures of the 
Canadian Corps since August "S of 
this year to twenty-elgbt thousand 



Interviews With Notables At McGill 

MISS PRISCILLA SPANKHURST.

It was not without a certain amount 
of trepidation that I approached the 
sacred portals of the R.V.C. to keep my 
appointment with Miss Priscllla Spank- 
hurst, the noted student leader of the 
Feminist Movement. Indeed, as I 
ascended the steps. I experienced a 
feeling of frigidity in my pedal ex- 
tremities, and had it not been for the 
fact that It "had required weeks of un- 
ceasing effort to obtain the interview, 
like the man In the ancient vaudeville 
ballad, I would have walked right In. 
turned around and walked right out 
again, not even pausing to assign a 
reason for such behaviour. However, 
knowing the worldwide fame of Miss 
Spankhurst and the value of an inter- 
view with her, I nerved myself for the 
ordeal and inarched down the hall with 
that cool, nonchalant air which only a 
itcOlll Law student can assume. 

I wo* ushered Into the reception 
room, end a moment later Mise Spank- 
hurst mad* her entrance, with the re- 
mark: "The 'McGill Daily* representa- 
tive, I presume — have a cigarette." 

"Thanks," T replied, accepting the 
Derby. ''I am . ■ . 

"Don't apologise,"' she interrupted, 
"T am only too clad'to assist thé youth- 
ful journalists of the «Daily.- but kindly 
bear In mind that my time le limited. 
At 4.00 o'clock I am to be interviewed 
by X. Jorgon Jowl of the Montreal 
Daily Blare, and at 4. SO I hare to ad- 
dress the Foreign Students* Club on 
tb* "Entity of the Preferential Tariff 
aa Applied to a Commercial and Politi- 
cal Union Between Bolivia juid Peru." 

I ares* from the floor at the count of 
six. somewhat axetwr. Sparring for 
time, I Inquired: "DO you not think, 
then. Miss «pankhnrst, that the 'Dally' 
reelects great credit upon the students 
responsible for Its existence?" 

"Yes and no," she answered. "Tour 
little college Journal' contain* some 
commendable work at times, hut much 
of negligible importance could he 
omit tea. Take, for 'example, these 
■Letters of a> Freshman.' What la the 
object of publishing the personal tet- 
ters ef thk rustic student, who, aside 
from an occasional «oleoism, la prob- 
ably much better Informed then the 
majority of his fellows. K would not 
at all surprise me if Mr. Whlffletree's 
latter* ware pu rposaly garljl ed with the 
object of making Mm appear ridiculous. 
Such a thing *hould art he tolerated 
far aa Instant,".. . - - • 

"The point 4* well taken." I said, 
soothingly, "and I thoroughly agree 
wtth yon. : In fact, it waa only yester- 
day that I told the Chief that it wan 
decidedly bad ta* te to continue pub- 
lish tag a. «rodent 1 » personal eorrea- 
pondenoe. ■ But tn justice to the editor, 
I must say that iMr, Whlffletree ap- 
pears not at all averse to hi* letters 
appearing In print." 

At this moment the telephone rang, 
and IMies Spankhurst exouaed herself 
with the remark that she was expect- 
ing a long distance call from the presi- 
dent of the Toronto Bq.ua! Suffrage 



Society. While she conversed at the 
telephone. I had an opportunity of ob- 
serving her 14 

Mlas Spankhurst was a living re- 
futation of the well-known argument 
that grey matter and pulchritude in a 
woman cannot both exist. Despite the 
fact that*«it required no effort to gaze 
upon her face, evidence of a tremend- 
ous cerebral machinery waa not lack- 
ing, and it was easy to attach credence 
to the story that Miss Spankhurafa 
brains actually prevented her from en- 
joying a tra.no.ull night's repose. Her 
clothes had a decidedly mannish cut, 
and although her hair was 'bobbed in 
the manner affected by paeudo-bo- 
hemians and admirers of Mrs. Vernon 
Castle, one sensed intuitively the tre. 
mendous magnetic force of the woman. 

Miss Spankhurst, having finished her 
conversation at the telephone, turned 
to me with the remark: "What were 
we discussing? Oh, yes— the Grager- 
off theory of Intellectual Passivity." 

I could not remember having dis- 
cussed this, but no, doubt my atrocious 
memory was at fault. 

"You were saying?" I asked. 

"I was telling you that my views in 
this connection are diametrically op- 
posed to those of Grageroff. In fact, 
I would go so far as to state that In 
ray opinion, thought is effected by the 
vibration of the cerebral cells and con- 
stituted by an Infusion of intellectual 
light on the membrane, fertilised, as 
It were, by the emotional activities of 
a subconscious Inspiration!" 

"Not a doubt about IV I said firmly, 
"and I feel sure that your remarks on 
this Interesting subject will he given 
serious consideration by the Under- 
graduate*. Now, would you care to 
aay anything for publication relative 
to the women students' position hi col- 
lege activities ?" 

"I woaild," she replied, lighting a 
Sweet Mackerel with that graceful 
abandon enquired of long practice.

view of the circumstances, I beat a 
humble retreat, feeling more or less 
like the well-known wet rag, and some- 
what doubtful in my mind as to 
whether -the interview had gone to my 
liking. . 



prisoners, five hundred guns, over 
three thousand machine guns, and a 
large amount of stores of all kinds. 

Even of greater importance than 
these captures stands the fast that 
you have wrested sixty-nine towns 
and villages and over one hundred 
and seventy-five square miles of 
French soil from the defiling Hun. 

In the short period of two^ntha 
the Canadian Cprps— to which were 
attached the Thirty-second Division 
for, the Battle of Amiens, the Fourth 
and the Fifty-first Divisions for the 
Battle of Arras, and ' the Eleventh 
Division for the Battle of Cambrai— 
has encountered, and defeated decis- 
ively forty-seven German divisions— 
that Is nearly à quarter of the total 
German forces on the Western front 
"In the performance of these 
lghty achlevementa all the arms 
and branches of the Corps have bent 
their purposeful energy working one 
for all and all for one. 

"The dash and magnificent bra- 
very of our incomparable Infantry 
have at all times been devotedly sec- 
onded with great skill and daring by 
our machine gunners, while the ar- 
tillery lent them their powerful and 
never falling support The Initiative 
and resourcefulness displayed by tho 
engineers contributed materially to 
the depth and rapidity of our advan- 
ces. The devotion of the medical per- 
sonnel has been, aa always, worthy 
of every praise. The administrative 
services, working at all times under 
very great Dressure and adverse con- 
ditions, surpassed their usual effic- 
iency. The Chaplain Services by 
their continued devotion to the spir- 
itual welfare of their troops and their 
utter disregard of personalrlsk have 
endeared themselves to the hearts of 
everyone. The Incessant efforts of 
the Y.M.C.A. and their initiative in 
bringing comforts right up to tie 
front line, in battle, are warr.ily ap- 
preciated by all. 

It was Sir Arthur Currle's jrfty to 
keep the Canadian Corps fully inform- 
ed of what was being done o:\ tho 
fiold. After the first stage of the 
battle of Amiens, on August 13, last 
year, when the victorious Allied ar- 
mies were driving forward, Gen. Cur- 
rie again sent out a message to bis 
corps. It read: , 
'T'he first stago ^f this Battle of 



Amiens fa over, and one of the most 
successful operations conducted by 
the Allied Armies since the war be- 
gan la now a matter of history, 

"the Canadian Corps has every 
right to feel more than proud of the 
part It played. To move the Corps 
from the Arrâa front and in less than 
a week launch it ta battle so many 
miles distant was In itself a splen- 
did performance. Yet the splendonr 
of that performance pales into in- 
significance when * compared with 
what haa been accomplished since 
zero hour on August I. 

"On that date the Canadian Corps, 
to which was attached the 3rd Cav- 
alry Division, the 4th Tank Brigade, 
the 5th Squadron, R.A.F. — attacked 
on a front of 7600 yards. After a 
penetration of 28,000 yards the line 
to-nlgbt rests on a 10,000 yards front- 
age. 16 German Divisions have been 
identified, of which four have been 
completely routed. Nearly 160 guns 
have been captured, while over on* 
thousand machine guns bave fallen 
Into our hands. Ten thousand pris- 
oners have passed through our cages 
and Casualty Clearing Stations, a 
number greatly in excess of our. to- 
tal casualties. Twenty-five towns 
and villages have been rescued from 
tho clutch of the Invaders, the J'aris- 
Amlens Railway has been freed from 
Interference, and the danger of divid- 
ing the French and British Army 
has been dissipated. 

'Canada baa always placed the ut- 
most implicit confidence in her array. 
How nobly has that confidence been 
justified; and with what pride haa 
the story of our gallant sucecss been 
read In the borne land! This mag- 
nificent victory has been won be- 
cause your training was good, your 
discipline was good y.our leadership 
wos good. Given these three, suc- 
cess muet always come. 

"The victories you have achieved 
are the fruit of the iron discipline 
you accepted freely and of the high 
standard you have reached in the 
technical knowledge of your arni3 
and the combined tactical employ- 
ment of all your resources. 

"You must therefore with relent- 
less energy maintain and porfoct the 
high standard of training you have 
reached, and guard with Jealous 
prido your stern discipline. 
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"Under the lasting protection of 
Divine Providence, united in a burn- 
ing desire for the victory of right 
over might, unselfish in your alms, 
yo uare and shall remain a mighty 
force admired by all, feared and re- 
spected by foes. 

i "I am proud of your deeds and I 
want to record, here my heartfelt 
thanks for your generous efforts and 
my unbounded confidence in your 
ability to fight victoriously and crush 
the enemy wherever and whenever 
you meet him." 

It Is doubtful whether the message 
of a general In the field were ever 
before couched in more perfect liter- 
ary style than are those of the Can- 
adian Commander. The intensity 
and sincerity of feeling behind them 
baa found utterance in white hat 
phrases of high literary worth. 

After the signing of the armistice 
when the famoua march to the 
Rhine waa in progress Gen. Currie 
again addressed his troops. He is 
anxious that In the moment of vic- 
tory the Canadian Corps shall t not 
lose one Jot, of Its high morale. He 
wrote: 

"Some of you bave already com- 
menced, while others are about to 
begin, the march to the Rhine, lib- 
erating Belgium in your advance. 
In a few days you will enter Germany 
and hold certain parts in order to 
secure the fulfillment of the terme 
of the armistice preliminary to the 
Peace Treaty. 

'.'■The rulers of Germany, humili- 
ated and demoralized, have fled. That 
unscrupulous nation, who in 1914 set 
at naught every, treaty and violated 
every moral obligation, who have 
since pergretated the most ferocious 
atrocities on land as well as on the 
eea, is beaten, famished aud at our 
mercy. Justice bas come, retribution 
commences. During four long years, 
conscious of the righteousness of 
your cause, you havo fought many 
buttles and endured cruel hardships, 
and now your mighty efforts are re- 
warded; your fallen comrades arc 
avenged. You have demonstrated on 
Ôio battlefield your superior courage 
and uifaltcrins eiicrty. By thn Mil 
of God you have won, won, won. 

"Marching triumphantly through 
Belgium, you wli! Le received every- 
where as liberator:, but t!;e kindness 
and generosity of - the population 
must not cause uny relaia'.'.on o? 
jour discipline- jir .alertnesi. Your 
task is not yet completed, and you 
must remain what you are, the close 
knitted army, in grim, deadly earn- 
ed, 

"German agents, scattered through- 
out tho country, must not be able 
lo report to their masters any weak- 
ness or evidence of disintegration 
of your fighting power. It is essen- 
tial that on tho march and at the 
halt, discipline muBt be of the high- 
est standard. Every possible pro- 
jection should be taken at all times 
to guard apainst hostile acts by or- 
ganized bodies, and to lessen the 
J possibility, always present of iso- 
llated murders or desperate guerilla 
jacts by factions of the enemy. Above 
jail, 'It is of capital Importance to es- 
tablish in Germany the sense of your

that may arise, Dr. Felix Adlor, of the 
Slale Reconstruction Commission ro- 
cenlly advocated a modified system of 
I Instruction of youths and girls under 
j the Department or Education. He 
thinks that any prescribed military 
course for hoys sixteen, sovonteen and 
eighteen years old, which makes their 
attendance at drills compulsory, is 
calculated to develop tlje very-, spirit 
of power which the American army 
helped to crush. He says the com- 
pulsory service u "destroying in those 
future citizens, who should eventually 
prove tho strength of the nation, any 
itnpulso toward fellowship, co-opera- 
tion with or service to the country." 

Dr. Adler says that the boy of six- 
teen, seventeen and eighteen, Is still 
in tho growing stage so far as his men- 
tality is concerned, but that It is at 
those ages that he Is outgrowing the 
unquestioned obedience of childhood 
aud is asking the whys and where- 
fores, of what be does or is asked to 
do. 

"At that time, then," he continues, 
"he is particularly impressionable. 
You place In his bands it rifle, a bay- 
onet, or some other death dealing In- 
strument, and you tell him it is neces- 
sary that he perfect himself in their 
use. Since their real use is for war, 
you are then indirectly teaching the 
boy that war is something necessary 
and glorious. And since the dedllng 
of death is the purpose for which these 
instruments and war were created, 
you are teaching the boy to kill, and 
to kill with technique and skill. 

•'.since physical perfection is one of 
the objects sought by those In favor of 
military training Dr. Adler says this 
can best be brought about In the be- 
lief of the State Reconstruction Com- 
mission, 'by correct physical educa- 
tion, including supervised games, care- 
ful health inspection, instruction in 
hygiene and physiology, frequent in- 
tervals of fresh air and formal exer- 
cises, marching, mass formation and 
careful training of thoso over our 
young to watch the health and growth 
of their pupils.' 

Divided control ovor the youth, as it 
now stands with the Military Training 
Commission and the Board of Educa- 
tion, Dr. Adler believes, is bound to 
bave a pernlcuous effect, and he sug- 
gests that the entire matter be placed 
In the hands of the Department of 
Education."
